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DETAILED ACTION

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 23-25,47.49-51 and 53 are allowed over the prior art of record. 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Re claims 23-25 and 49-51 : The best prior art of record teaches an image 
formation apparatus comprising: a first substrate having a plurality of wires, a second 
substrate having image formation material, and a plurality of spacers placed between 
the first and second substrates, wherein each spacer is placed on a corresponding one 
of the plurality of wires. However, the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest placing the 
spacers between 5 and 50 neighboring wires as claimed in claims 23 and 49. Claims 
24,25,50 and 51 are allowable by virtue of their dependency. 

Re claims 47 and 53: The best prior art of record teaches an image formation 
apparatus comprising: a first substrate having a plurality of wires, a second substrate 
having image formation material, and a plurality of spacers placed between the first and 
second substrates. However, the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest each row 
directional wire having a width larger than that of a column directional wire and a ratio 
(S/A) of a total cross-sectional area S of the plurality of spacers to an internal area A of 
the enclosure on a cross section horizontal to one of the first and second substrates, is 
within a range of 0.018% to 7.8% as claimed in claims 47 and 53.
